Informational Meeting 


The Department of Environmental Protection’s Natural Resource Damages Assessment and 
Restoration Program will hold a pre - Grant Application and Announcement (GAA) 

Informational Meeting to discuss an upcoming grant opportunity for restoration projects in the 
Upper Mystic River. We recommend potential applicants attend this meeting to discuss project 
ideas before the Upper Mystic River Restoration GAA is issued in December 2014. 

The meeting will be held in West Medford at the Community Center, 111 Arlington Street, on 
Tuesday, December 2, 2014 from 7:00 PM to 9:00 PM. 

A total of $55,100 is available for water quality restoration projects as part of an October 16, 

2014 settlement agreement between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and J. P. Noonan 
Transportation, Inc., associated with a May 31, 2013 release of 9,600 gallons of No. 2 fuel oil 
which impacted the Mystic River in Arlington and Medford. 

Proposed projects must restore water quality in the Mystic River (Segment MA71-02) from the 
Outlet of Lower Mystic Lake (Segment MA71-027) to the confluence with Alewife Brook 
(Segment MA71-04). The Mystic River watershed is delineated and described in the “MYSTIC 
RIVER WATERSHED AND COASTAL DRAINAGE AREA 2004-2008 WATER QUALITY 
ASSESSMENT REPORT” (Report Number: 71-AC-2), Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection, Division of Watershed Management, Worcester, Massachusetts,
